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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments have been considered but 
they do not overcome the rejection of record even in view of the proposed amendments. Applicant asserts that one in the art would be led 
to the recited subgeneric formula by the specification. It is the examiners position that one in the art would clearly not be led to the 
formula which, for example, includes Q at position A4, A12 or A 1 7, since the specification clearly states that the peptides of their 
invention are required to contain acidic amino acids at those positions. Any assertion that one would be led to put a Q at any of those 
positions as a prefered embodimant is contrary to the specification (see paragraph 14). Applicant points to paragraph 33 to assert that 701 
has a Q in the recited location. The specification makes no such disclosure at 33, but at paragraph 53 it is shown that 701 , with Q in the 
cited location, does not work. Applicants proposed claim also includes the insertion of polar neutral at A14 where the specification asserts 
that in certain embodiments where there is no further discussion of what those certain embodiments might be and applicants arguments 
do not point to where such disclosure might be, for example. How is one led to such certain embodiments? Applicant argues each position 
in terms of prefered embodiments but some positions that are included in the formula include amino acids that have been shown to 
reduce the effectiveness of the peptides or are not prefered embodiments of those positions (positions A1 , A2, and A3, for example). 
Applicant appear to argue to individual position individually, but has not shown how the discussion of these positions would clearly lead 
one in the art to the specific formula now recited where the specific formula is not itself specifically discosed in the specification as 
originally filed. It is noted that even if applicants amendments and arguments were convincing, the amendment would still not be entered 
since, once the compounds of the invention where found allowable, the methods would be rejoined. Such a rejoinder would cause new 
considerations of enablement, for example .
